Are Interviewed On Ques- 
tion Of Women On 
Juries 

ONE LA DY SA YS NO 

With the provincial legislature 
at present debating a bill which 
would allow women to serve on 
Ontario juries. The Era contacted 
representative Newmarket wo- 
men this week for their opinion 
on the question and received, 
with one exception, a very def- 
inite answer in the affirmative. 

"I think they should, abso- 
lutely," said Mrs. Arthur Boyd, 
Yonge St., former district presi- 
dent of the Women's Institute 
and now Canadianization con- 
venor for the district. 

However, Mrs. Boyd thinks 
that women selected for jury 
service "should be women well- 
trained in public life" and not 
just chosen at random from the 
voters' list. 

"I don't think the men are 
chosen right," Mrs. Boyd de- 
clared. "Just any men should 
not be allowed on juries." 

"How would you go about 
selecting women for jury duty?" 
she was asked. 

"I would select women such as 
have proven themselves in pub- 
lic office and public work, 
broad-minded women. They 
must be broad-minded women or 
else they wouldn't be in these 
organizations." 

Mrs. Boyd said that the 
Women's Institute is one organ- 
ization "trying to get women lo 
learn about public affairs." 

"Yes, I think they should be 
allowed on juries," stated Mrs. 
W. O. Noble. "Women arc 
allowed in other parliamentary 
fields, in the legislature and in 
the senate, and they should be 
allowed to sit on juries." 

"Women are tried before the 
courts and they should have a 
say on the juries," declared Mrs. 
Elmer Starr, Pleasantville, 

Mrs. R. I). Brown was quite 
emphatic that women would 
make just as capable Jurors as 
men. 7; 

l4 I don't see why women can't 
givo as sane attention as a man," 
she declared. "I certainty am an 
advocate, that women should be 
allowed on juries. 

"No matter how foolish and 
flighty a woman apoears, If you 
ifivc her responsibility, she will 
buckle down and take it, nine 
times out ol ten." 

Mrs, Brown said that in 
law office experience, "I never 
found women different from 
men." She termed the system of 
choosing men for jury "a hap- 
hazard way" and said that even 
if women were chosen the same 
way, they would measure up to 
the male Jurors. 

"They are doing everything 
else, why shouldn't they be 
allowed on juries?" asked Mrs. 
J. O. Little. "Women arc into 
every other work during this 
war. They are doing men's jobs 
now."

An interesting viewpoint on this question of 
taxation of utilities is presented by the Pacific 
Gas and Electric Co. of San Francisco, in its 
house organ: "Up in the province of Ontario, 
Canada, there's a movement on foot to tax 
publicly-owned utilities on the same basis as other 
properties. Yes, that's the home of the Ontario 
Hydro power system, which is so often cited by 
public ownership advocates as an example for 
other communities to follow. 

"News dispatches from Toronto, capital of the 

province, tell of conferences between representa- 
tives of the Ontario Municipal Association and 
the deputy-minister of municipal affairs with a 

view to obtaining legislative amendments to com- 

pel the Hydro and similar utilities to pay their 
share of taxes. 

"In presenting arguments for such legislation, 
the association pointed out that in a recent year 
the publicly-owned Toronto Hydro-Electric sys- 
tem was taxed on an assessment of only 
$1,100,000, but, if it were privately-owned, its 
assessment would have been $10,300,000 and the 
city would have received $315,596 more in taxes.' 1

Popularity is a strange thing. A few months 
ago Toronto, probably in common with most 
Canadians, was gunning 100 percent for the 
election of Roosevelt as president of the United 
States. Now Toronto gives Wendell Willkie a 
reception said to be second only to that given 
their majesties, the king and queen. Is the recep- 
tion given to Mr. Willkie as the representative of 
Mr. Roosevelt, or for his own sake? If Mr. 
Willkie can win Toronto in four months, he 
should be able to win the United States in four 
years.

"Pedro the Voder", the machine, 
that creates speech, has drawn 
attention to this eerie yet won- 
derful invention which entertain- 
ed 20,000,000 visitors at the New- 
York and San Francisco World's 
Fairs in 1040 and UMNK On his 
first visit to Canada, "Pedro" — 
accompanied by Dr. .1. O. tVi riue, 
of Hell Telephone laboratories — 
was demonstrated l>efore large 
audiences in Montreal, Toronto, 

und Hamilton. 

The name "Pedro" is taken 
from an incident in the early his- 
tory of the telephone. Alexander 
Graham Bell demonstrated his in- 
vention for the first time at the 
Philadelphia Centennial Exhibi- 
tion of lK7b\ One of his visitors 
was Dom Pedro de Alcantara, 
Kmpcror of Urazil. The Kmperor 
was so startled at hearing a voice 
coming over u wire, that he drop- 
ped the receiver with a crash and 
exclaimed, "My God, it talks!" 

So, when Bell telephone en- 
gineers recently constructed a 
machine that actually does talk, 
they called it "Pedro 1 '. In honour 
of the KtupCror. "Voder" stands 
for "Voice Operation Demonstra- 
te r'\ because Pedro shows, by 
electrical means, the way the 
human voice is produced. Pedro is 
not a phonograph. He builds 
speech just as you do when you 
talk or sing. 

When you speak, you call into 
ploy two entirely separate sounds 
— one produced by the vocal 
chords, and another by the breath 
alone. Instead of vocal chords, 
Pedro has an electric oscillator 
generating a "buzz" rich in over- 
tones. For breath, he employs an 
other circuit which makes a "hiss 



in the loudspeaker. The buzz is 
the basis of the voiced consonants

vowels. The hiss Is the basis of 
the sibilant consonants such as

a time. To make Pedro say "con- 
centration", the operator must 
form tU different sounds in suc- 
cession, make five movements of 
the wrist bar, ami vary the posi- 
tion of the pedal from three to 
five times, according to the ex- 
pression she wishes to give tho 
word. All this must be done just 
as quickly as it takes you to say 
"concentration".

Pamphlets, books, an amplifying 
set and five portable gramophones 
littered the Newmarket police 
court, when Mrs. Marietta Green 
and her son, Robert Mottram, 
R, R. 3, Newmarket, appeared be- 
fore Magistrate W. F. Woodliffe, 
Tuesday, to answer charges of be- 
ing members of an illegal organiz- 
ation, namely, "Jehovah's Wit- 
nesses;' and of advocating the 
principles of that society. Both 
Mrs. Green and Mr. Mottram 
pleaded not guilty to the charges. 

Called to the witness stand by 
Crown Attorney N. I*. Mathews. 
K.C., County Constable Ronald 
Watt testified that on Nov. 29. 
1940, as a result of information re- 
ceived he obtained a search war- 
rant from the justice of the peace. 
A. M. Mills, under the authority of 
Ihe Defence of Canada Regulations. 

"In company with Constable 
James Slos3, and Constables Fast, 
Richie, and McKenzie of the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police, I went 
to the home of Mrs. Green." stated 
the officer. "On entering the 
premises I read the warrant." 

Constable Watt explained that 
when he first arrived at the house 
Mr. Mottram was not there, but 
that he came in later and was 
present when he read the warrant. 

"i asked Mrs. Green il she would 
like to read the warrant and she 
said that she would," continued the 
witness. "When she came to the 
part where it referred to 'his 
majesty, the king.' she said 'your 
king, not my kin^, Jehovah is my 

king.' " 

Constable Watt testified that 
after he had cautioned the defen- 
dant. Constable Fast started to 
take' notes. "I asked the accused 
if she were a member of the 
Jehovah's Witnesses. She said: 
•Yes, I am. Jehovah is the only 
king. I will always work for him.' 
I asked her If she knew that the 
Jehovah's Witnesses were declared 
illegal. She said, 'Jehovah is 
never illegal. Why are you perse- 
cuting us, they do not persecute us 
in England/ " 

Asked if he had found anything 
the promises. Constable Watt

said that ho had. "On going into 
the living-room I found some 
gramophone recoids by Judge 
Rutherford. There were 83 double- 
sided records. On 20 of these are 
the. name of Mrs. Green." 

"Do at! the records produced 
here today belong to Mrs. Green?" 
asked the crown. 

"Yes," answered the witness. 
"I also found some religious hooks/' 

"Not religious. Christian." inter- 
rupted Mrs. Green. 

"You can tell your stoiy later/' 
the. crown reproved her. 

"There are about 50 books all 
told- In this bag," the constable tes- 
tified. "They were all found on the 
premises, v They are by Judge 

Rutherford and published by the 
International Bible Association. 
There were also some pamphlets." 

"The pamphlet, 'Neutrality/ was 
thai found on the premises?" Mr. 
Mathews asked,

room."

Tower," answered the officer.

"The books and pamphlets found 
downstairs looked as if they were 
in use/' he replied. 

Constable Fast told his worship 
that what the previous witness 
stated was correct. He added that 
he found a chart which described 
the distribution of books and 
pamphlets. It did not show that 
any had been distributed since 1939. 

Chief Constable Sloss said that he 
and Constable Richie had searched 
the upper part of the house and 
found five portable radios and an 
amplifying set in a clothes closet. 

"The amplifying set is used on 
an automobile," he stated. "We 
ateo found a black suitcase full of 
literature." 

"What condition were these in?" 
asked the crown. 

"I would say that they hadn't 
been used lately/* replied Chief 
Sloss. "There were skates piled on 
top of the gramophones." 

"Were you present when the lit- 
erature was found downstairs?" 
"No, I was not." 

"Do you know Mrs. Green?" "Yes, 

I do." 
"Who composes the household?" 

"Mrs. Green and her two sons." 

Called to the stand to give his 
evidence. Constable Richie corrob- 
orated Constable Sloss s statement- 
"I might add that the books we 
found are the latest published by 
the Jehovah's Witnesses," he 
stated. 

"You have had considerable ex- 
perience in these cases, what would 
you say was the relationship of the 
Watch Town* to the Jehovah's Wit- 
nesses?" asked his worship. 

"I would say that they were iden- 
tical," the witness replied. 

"Who is the leader?" "It is 
Judge Rutherford." 

Asked if she wished to tell her 
story or call any witnesses, Mrs. 
Green said that she did not want 
to do so. "1 am not a member of 
any oiganszation/' she stated. "I 
am serving Jehovah. You see sir. 
we owe allegiance to a heavenly 
king ..." 

"No, 1 don't want to hear any of 
your religious beliefs," interrupted 
Magistrate Woodliffe. "If you do 
not wish to take the oath you may 
affirm your statement, ff you do 
you will be cross-examined." The 
defendant said 
wish to give a statement. 

"As far as you are concerned, 
Mrs. Green, if you have made up 
your mind to believe these doc- 
trines, I can't change it for you/* 
stated his worship. "Neither will 
punishment make you change your 
mind. But at the present time 
you must not desen>b!e this litera- 
ture among other people. You are 
breaking a law in doing so. I am 
going to consider the "case and ad- 
journ it one week for judgment." 

His worship stated that ho was 
sorry for these people, who were 
ted to believe such principles, 
was not really their fault. 

Crown Attorney Mathews told his 
worship that he would get in touch 
with the department in respect to 
the penalty. 

Robert Mottram pleaded not 
guilty to the charge of being a 
member of an illegal organization. 

Chief Sloss told his worship that 
lie had seen Mr. Mottram broad- 
casting Judge Rutherford records 
from tils car in Newmarket previ- 
ous to July 4, 1010, on : which date 
the organization had been declared 
Illegal. He had not seen him since 
that date and could not say who it 
;was that distributed Jehovah's Wit- 
[nitssQs pamphlets from door todonr 
on two or three occasions si nee.

Even If they were guilty 
of the things they wore accused 
of. and Dtt Morton's conduct was 
not entirely ethical, has he con- 
tributed more to the betterment of 
mankind than were he strictly 
ethical and lived and died only as 
an ethical, professional man with* 
out a thought for those unfortun- 
ates who were and are daily 
subjected to surgical operations?"

"It seems too bad that our 
school authorities have not taken 
advantage of the assistance offered 
by t he provincial government in 
rectifying the appalling conditions, 
due to neglect or financial embar- 
rassment, that exist in the mouths 
of Aurora children, whereby it 
is advisable and necessary for 
dozens upon dozens of permanent 
teeth to be lost In order to safe- 
guard the health and comfort of 
these youngsters." He urged the 
Institute members to us» their 

influence to rectify this condition. 
He dealt with the various types of 
anesthetics in use and. told of the 
new intravenous type, which he 
predicted would, as Its functions 
became more known, gradually 
come into use. . 

"A distinguishing feature 
between civilization and savagery 
has been the attempt to heal and 
at the same time lessen pain for 
the patient. Motherhood, difficult 
operations, a visit to your dentist, 
through anesthetics have been 
reduced from something fearful 
to a more normal procedure, in 
which the full skill of the surgeon, 
the doctor and the. dentist can 
now be fully utilized."
